The Senate m et in regular session a t 10 a. m., 
President Mansfield in the chair. 
Roll called and a quorum piesent. 
The journal of yesterday was read and approved. 


SH O R T SP E E C H E S . 
Mr. S e a r s, pursuant to notice, offered an am end­ 
m ent to Rule 23, so as to lim it speeches to ten m in­ 
utes. 
Messrs. J o h n so n , E nos and C o n o kr spoke against 
the am endm ent, holding'that the lullist discussion 
should be allowed on ah subjects. 
Messrs. S e a r s, C u a sk a n d K a n e sp o k e in fa v o r of 
it. 
T h e y b e lie v e d it n e c essa ry in o rd e r to 
g e t 
th ro u g h th e work o f th e session. 
Th« am endm ent was adopted by a vote of 26 ayes 
to 9 nocj. 
SCnOOL D ISTRICTS. 
On motion of Mr C arlock the Senate took up out 
of order Senate Bill No. 424—An Act to authorize 
the Board of Trustees of School Districts to issue 
bonds to raise money I r building purposes, and to 
provide for the paym eut of such bonds (by Mr. Oar­ 
lock). 
The substitute of the Committee on Judiciary was 
read a second time and ordered engrossed. 


T H E SAN KRANCI8CO C H A R T E R . 
The Senate took up for second reading Senate Bill 
No. 302—An Act to provide for the organization, 
incorporation and governm ent of merged and con­ 
solidated cities and counties of more than 100,000 
population, pursuant to the provisions of Section 7, 
Article XI., of the Constitution of this State (by 
Mr. Traylor). 
Mr. E nos moved th at the bill be indefinitely post 
pone l. and spoke in favor of the motion. 
He held 
the bill to be a direct violation of the Constitution, 
and an int.rfereuce with local affaire. 
Wbeu he bad 
spoken ten m inutes the Chair called his attention to 
tne rule lim iting speeches, but the Senate gave him 
leave to proceed, and he spoke for fifty minutes. He 
denounced the bill in warm terms, not only asbenig 
a violation of the letter and spirit of the Constitu­ 
tion, but because it gave the Governor of the State 
the power to appoint various city officers. 
He ap­ 
pealed to the Senate to allow the people of San 
Francisco to frame their own charter and govern 
themselves. 
He cited a decision from the Supreme 
Court of Illinois (84th III. Heps.), covering the same 
cose. 
He warned the Senate th at the friends of the 
people would fight the bill inch by inch, and that 
legislation should not be carried on to the detri­ 
m ent of 300,000 people 
Let the people make their 
owu charter. 
Let them make their own charter and 
vote up<*n it. 
Mr. H ittell held th at the bill was not a charter. 
It was a general law, and was in strict accoidance 
with the Constitution. 
Sim ilar laws had been 
passed in Missouri and other States under similar 
Constitutions. He said th at he understood from the 
rem arks of the Senator th at the sand lot wishes to 
obstruct legislation. 
Mr. E nos raised the point of order th at the Sena­ 
tor had no right to use such language in reply to his 
remarks. 
The Ciiair held the point of order well taken. 
Mr. H ittell continued at length, and warmly fa­ 
vored the bill. 
It was, with a few exceptions, a re­ 
enactm ent of the ‘ Consolidation Ac .” 
He took 
up the various sections of the bill, and defended the 
provision giving the Governor power to appoint offi­ 
cers iu ca»e of vacancy. 
He opposed the motion to 
indefinitely postpone warmly. 
Mr. K y a n asked if a bill applying to any one town 
or city would not be a special Act. 
Mr. H ittk ll replied th at it would not. 
The Con­ 
stitution required the Legislature to pass laws 
classifying cities. 
Mr. Co n o k r favored the motion to indefinitely 
postpone. 
'1 he “ Consolidation A ct” was in force, 
and would rem ain in force until altered or repealed. 
He took the same ground as Mr. E n os. 
The Senate took the usual recess. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
The Senate reassembled at 1:30 r. m., President 
Mansfield in the chair. 
Roll called and a quorum present. 
The Senate resumed consideration of Senate Bill 
No. 362—the so-called Charter bill. 
Mr. T r a y lo r spoke against the motion to indefi­ 
nitely postpone. 
He said he had introduced the 
bill because it was demanded by his constituents. 
He believed it to be necessary to have some law 
governing the ci y of San Francisco until the peo­ 
ple of th at city can take the necessary steps to or­ 
ganize ur.d* r a new charter. That was the only ob­ 
ject of the bill. 
It coutinued m force the present 
law' with very few exceptions. 
Under the present 
condition of affairs in San Francisco, it was of the 
greatest importance th at there should be some law 
there. 
It was no wonder that tne people on the 
other side did not want any law, because it would 
turn over the city to their control. He did not have 
confidence enough in Mayor Kalloch, after the in­ 
cendiary language he had used, to leave the city un­ 
der his control entirely. 
Mr. K a n e spoke in favor of the motion. This bill 
was only a scheme so the “ outs ” may get in aud 
some of the “ ins ” stay in. 
Mr. T r a y l o r said this bill legislated no one out 
of office. £ 
Mr. Kank said th at was at least the opinion of the 
people of San Francisco. 
The bill would confer un­ 
limited and imperial powers on the Governor. 
The 
Governor was an honest and honorable man, but the 
tim e would come when there would be other Gov­ 
ernors. Unlimited power in the hands of on • man 
was opposed to the spirit of American institutions. 
The politicians wanted to rule or ruin. 
The people 
of ^>an Francisco were opposed to this charter, a d 
he hoped th e Senate would vote it dowu. 
The Sen­ 
ator from the Thirteenth (Mr. Hittell) only wanted 
to legislate into office a few political friends. The 
bill was a had bill, and the people of San Francisco 
did not w ant it. The construction of the Constitu 
tion by Senator Hittell was white one day and black 
the next. 
Yes erday they could not legislate for 
San Francisco, and to-day they could. 
Mr. Neumann spoke against the motion to in­ 
definitely postpone. 
He asserted th at no member 
svho had spoken in favor of the motion had re a j the 
bill and knew what it was. 
The hill was what was 
known as the Hoi ace Hawes Consolidated Act, with 
the am endments to it, simply changed so as to make 
it conform to the Constitution. 
He spoke of the 
Swift bill, and taid that there was so little grain in 
a terrible am ount of chaff th at it was indefinitely 
postponed. 
This bill hid been carefully drawn by a 
lawyer, for Mr. Traylor, under cirection to take the 
“ Consolidation A ct” an i make it conform to the 
new Constitution. 
It was proper th at it should be 
so drawn. 
He believed the bill a g«>od one, and he 
would support it, as he had promised his con­ 
stituents to do when he was elected. 
If the bill was 
not passed, the local laws of San Francisco would go 
out of force on the 1st of July, under the Constitu­ 
tion, and all the officers would go out of office on 
that day. The bill did not remove anv of the of­ 
ficers of San Francisco. 
It gave the Governor 
power to fill vacancies 
It was in 110 sense a politi­ 
cal measure, and .• o one couJd say ao who had rtad 
it and understood it. 
Mr. Satterwiiite said th at the bill was a partisan 
measure, and was unprecedented. 
He was willing 
to discuss the bill on the admission th at it was a 
re-enactm ent of the C msolidation Act, with a very 
few exceptions. 
His main objection to the bill was 
that it gave the Governor the power to appoint Fire 
Commissioners and Police Commissi ners. That was 
clearly a partisan measure. 
Sen tor Traylor was 
the only one on the other side who had uj p.'oariied 
th e subject. 
He had adm itted that he was aYaid to 
tru st the W orkingmen’s Mayor. 
It was Ii s (Sattcr* 
white’s) opinion that the local laws of San Francisco 
would not go out of force on the 1st of July 
Those 
laws would stand until altered or repealed. 
He said 
th at the Courts had held th at the Legislature may 
amend a special law in force before the adoption of 
a Constitution declaring against special laws. 
Mr. B a k e r opposed the motion to indefinitely 
postpone. 
He said that if it was true that this hill 
was unconstitutional, then those who now held that 
view had already introduced and voted for uncon­ 
stitutional bills. 
Almost, if not all of them had 
voted for the Traylor bill fixing the salaries of teach­ 
ers in San Francisco. 
Senator Conger had intro­ 
duced “ An Act to regulate fire departm ents in cities 
o r cities and counties having mo e th at 100.000 in­ 
habitants ” Senator German liad introduced “ An 
Act to provide for the management of elections in 
cities and cities and counties having more than 100,­ 
000 inhabitants.” Tnoso bills had been reported 
back favorably by Senator Enos. 
Both of the bills 
c >ntained exactly the same principle a; this bill. 
He compared the record of the Republicans and the 
Democrats and Workingmen in the Senate, alluding 
to the Desty case as an example where the Republi­ 
can m ajority had an opportunity to seat a Republi­ 
can and did not do it. 
If either of the other parties 
bad had the opportunity the action would have been 
different. 
He said it was the almost unanimous 
opinion of the bar of the State of California th at on 
the 1st day of July the city of San Francisco will ro t 
have a governm ent unless this Legislature passes a 
bill providing for it. 
There was not tim e left for 
the people to adopt a charter so th at it could go in 
force in time. 
The passage of >ome such hill as this 
was absolutely necessary to give San Francisco a 
governm ent until the peonleof th at city could adopt 
a charter and have it ratified. 


LAND MONOPOLY. 
Mr. H it t e l l moved to reconsider tae vote by 
which the Senate on lust evening passed Senate Bill 
No. 58—the Land Limitation bill. 
It was made the si>ecial order for to-morrow at 3 
r. m. 
T1IK 0 0 v SOLIDATION* ACT. 
The "enate resumed consideration of Senate Bill 
No 362. 
Mr. Gorman spoke in favor of the motion to in­ 
definitely postpone. 
He believed it was special 
legislation. 
He cited the Constitution to show ih it 
there we-e thirty-three 
Htctions aimed against 
g!»ec:al legislation. 
It was the aim all through the 
Constitution to allow every city, town and county to 
have their own local government, and tu control it 
for thcm selvei. 
He quoted from the addre-s sent 
to the people by the fram ers of the Constitution 
in support of th at position. 
This bill would give 
the Governor the power to appoint twelve Super­ 
visors, a Board of Health, a Board of Fire Com­ 
missioners, and a Board of Police Commissioners. 
The Republic m party had the power now, bu t it 
mLrht not last. 
Let the Republican party deal 
justly now if they wanted to be justly dealt with 
in the future. 
Other parties m ight come into 
power that would go as far, if not farther. 
Mr. D ic k in so n made a long and iorcible s jv e h in 
favor of the bill and against the motion to indefi­ 
nitely postpone. 
He considered it a questi n cn- 
t rely of constituti mal law. 
He took up the x *ri >us 
sections of the Cons iiution to show th a t it was 
m m datory upon the L ^is.’ature to enact sonic rlc 
law. 
He cited the late deubion »*f the Supreme 
Court in th e case of McDonald vs. Patterson, show­ 
ing that one part of the Con® dldation Act had al­ 
ready been declare 1 uncunstituti nal and out of 
for e. 
How- much more would go cu t of force o 
the 1st of J uly no man could tell. There was gi eat 
doubt, at least, and rnauy of th - abl.-st members of 
the bar believed th at ttiure w^uld be no government 
in í*an Francisca a’!er July 1st unless the Legisla­ 
ture provided for it. 
The Constitution raa e it 
mandatory th at in all u'ties having over 100 000 in­ 
habit aiits there -hotild be two houses of Legislature. 
T > bid ] r ivitl^l for the appointm ent of the sec­ 
ond Louse. 
It simply made the Consolidation Act 


applicable under the new Constitution, and th at 
was all it did. 
He was not willing to leave the ap­ 
pointm ent of the second branch of the local Legis­ 
lature to the Mayor. 
If vacancies occurred the 
Mayor would have the power to fill them. 
Mr. W e s t favored the motion io indefinitely post­ 
pone. This bill wasan interference with the rights and 
powers th at belor.ged to a loca ity. 
He agreed with 
the other speakers ou the same side. 
He believed 
it unconstitutional. 
The Legislature had no more 
right to control the local affairs of San Francisco 
than the United States had to control the local 
affairs of California. 
Mr. E nos again spoke in favor of his motion, re­ 
plying to the rem arks of the other Senators 
He 
held the Act unconstitutional under Section 25, 
Article IV., Twenty-eighth Subdivision. 
It was ad­ 
m itted th at this Act provided for creating offices 
aud prescribing the dutiej of officers, which was 
clearly iirohibited by th at subdivision of Section 25. 
Mr. H it t e ll again spoke ugaiu9t the m otion,going 
over »he same ground as before. 
Mr. J ohn son di«l not wish to argue the m erits of 
the bill at this time. 
He had not yet dec dcd 
w hether he was iu favor of the bill or not. 
He 
would vote against the motion to inuefi litely post­ 
pone, in order th at its friends m ight lil® id it. 
The motion to indefinitely postpone was lost by 
the following vote : 
Ayes—Anderson. Burt, Chase, Conger, Enos, Glas­ 
cock, Gorman, Harlan, Hill. Kane, Kelly, Langford, 
Moreland, Nelson, Pool, Kvan, Salterw hite, W est— 
IS. 
Noes—Baker, Brown, Carlock, Cheney, 
Davis, 
Dickinson, George, h ittell, Hudson, Johnson, John­ 
ston, Neumann, Nye, Pardee, Rowell, bears, Traylor, 
Watson, Wendell, Zuck—20 
Mr. Fnos moveJ to adjourn. 
Mr. J ouns’on moved to take a recess until 7:30 
P . M. 
The ayes and noes were demanded and the motion 
lost by a vote of 17 ayes to 22 nots. 
The Senate then at 5 P. m. adjourned.

Mr. Downs presented a report from the W ater 
Right® and Drainage Committee and the Committee 
on Agriculture, viviug their investigations ou the 
recent visit to the uorihern part of the state.

the report of Colonel Mendell, Consulting Engineer, 
recommending that it bo read in connection with 
the bills. 
They were so read.

Mr. McC allio n entered a protest against the 
action of the House in not allowing him to record 
his vote aye, as it should have been, on Assembly 
Bill No. 348.

Mr. S w k ftla nd moved a substitute for the Parks 
bill. 
It is the sauie am endm ent offered before the 
committees. 
Mr. Cli iN D L E R thought all the bills shouW bo 
taken up together, as the understanding was in the 
first place. 
* 
Mr. B rooks said it was the intention of the com­ 
m ittees to take up all the bills together. 
N’o. 334 was read—(tne Parks bill). 
Mr. McIntosh, pending the reading, moved to 
strike ou t the enacting clause. 
Mr. Anthony seconded it. 
Mr. A nthony said i w as not necessaiv to waste 
tim e iu diseussiug the bill, when there are so many 
necessary hills to carry out tho principles of the 
Constitution. 
He held th at the provisions of the 
Brown bill were unconstitutional because the Con­ 
stitution s«ys th at none of the jiow'iTs of Govern­ 
m ent shall be del gated to any special commission. 
He read Lora the Constitution te prove it 
lie 
thought th -2 enacting clause ought to be a ricken out. 
Sir. Mb sf.ngkk did not agree with Mr. A nthony at 
all. 
He represented, he said, one of the mining 
coun ies, and be know what tne im perative outy of 
the Legislature is in the m atter. 
It is no use to try 
to shirk tha responsibility. 
No m atter if it docs 
take we* ks or m ouths t > arrive at the conclusion, 
the Legislature m ust grapple with the question. 
We cannot evade ourrespons bility anv longer. 
Mr. S w er tla n d said he hojicji ti e motion would 
not prevail. Ih is is, he said, a m ost im portant 
question, and it ought to be settled at once. 
The 
Legislature m ust m eet the question und this is the 
time to ir.eet it. 
Mr. Cop.coran said he realized the fact th at there 
is an issue here between two g re«it industries, the 
m ining and farming interests, and it is in very bad 
taste for a gentleman to move to strike out the en­ 
acting clause. 
lie was not in favor of bill N’o 334, 
bu t he desired to have them all carefully considered. 
The bills should have a care ful hearing." 
Mr. S pe n c e r said he was a representative of the 
entire people, and he realized the fact th at th.s was 
an all im portant questio . 
Issue® are presen ed 
which m ust be m et by the Legislature, and they 
should be c refully considered. 
Mr. York did not think there was a member on 
the floor who is in fa\o r of th at bill. 
What, then, 
is the use of wasting the time of the House in read­ 
ing it at length. 
Let the substitute go to print so 
the members can vote intelligently. 
A discussion arose as to what order the various 
bills should b j considere», in. 
Mr. Fox said there were three distinct proposi­ 
tions contained in the various bids. 
I he first is, 
shall hydraulic mining he stopped in this State ? 
Second, if i : h uot to be stopped what are we going 
to tlo to protect the o v lands from injury ? Third, 
how is th at going to be done? He did not believe 
th at tha House was prepared to say th at hydraulic 
m ining shall be stopped. 
If it is not to be stopped, 
then something m ust be done. That seems to he con­ 
ceded by all. 
Something m ust be done to protect 
the rich agricultural lands, and the channels of 
commerce. There arc three bills before the House. 
Due or more of these bills propose th at the work 
sh *11 be dune by the aid of the State. 
Another 
propo es that it snail be done ly the parties to bo 
ben-fited —at the expense of the parties carrying on 
mining. The House cannot in justice to them ­ 
selves come to a determ ination w ithout carefully 
considering all these propositions. 
Mr. McIntosh finally withdrew his motion, and 
the bid was read through. 
The “ Young substitute,” a synopsis of which has 
been printed in these columns, was theu offered by 
Mr. bW E E T L A N D , and read. 
Mr. Young then moved to amend by striking out 
everything relating to the issuance of bunds, and 
making a direct appropriation of $700,000 out 
of the S 'ate Treasury, with an annual tax thereafter 
of one-fifth of one per cent. p ¡r annum on all the 
property in the State. 
The question was then upon the adoption of this 
last amendment. 
Mr. McIntosh was opposed to it. 
He said that 
would be equal to 25 cents on the $100, or $2 50 on 
every $10.00 iu the State. 
He wanted to know 
w hether the members would dare to go home and 
face their constituents after having saddled such a 
load upon them . 
He came here to legislate for re­ 
form, and was opposed to all such wastes of money 
The substitute is simply a black sheep painted w hite, 
bu t he intended to part the wool aud expose the 
black skin underneath. 
Mr. May said the proposition was perfectly mon­ 
strous. 
The assessment roll for the coming year 
will foot up one thousand millions of dollars. 
One- 
fifth of one per cent, would be 32,000,000, while the 
rate of State tax last year was only a little over 7 
mills. The State tax is only 73 cents on the $100, 
and here it is proposed to put a tax of 20 cents on 
the $100 for this one purpose alone. 
It would be a 
perfect outrage, and he would never consent to it. 
It is proposed to start in with this little bagatelle of 
$700,000, and then levy a tax of $2,000,000 each 
year fur all the coming years. 
Mr. McCarty of Lake was opposed to the amend­ 
m ent of Mr. Young. 
The Legislature is entering 
upon a great work. There are two differeut sys­ 
tems presented, 
one is th at the State shall do tne 
w.»rk, and the other is th at the district shall do it. 
The am endm ent proposes to change the one bill into 
a Slate aid bill, so as to make the three proposi­ 
tions alike in principle. 
There is an issue joined as 
it is. aud let the m erits of the two systems be dis- 
cus-cd. 
Mr. Corcoran opposed the am endm ent. 
It w-as 
unfair as a business oropo3iti*<n, as a common,sense 
proj'ositiin. N otone m an should be taxed to im­ 
prove another m an’s property. 
It is nut right to 
tax the p>*ple of fjanta Clara, or of San Diego, or 
of any o th .r c>*'n?le® in the sítate, to help recia m 
the .amis in this proposed district, and he protested 
against it. 
Mr. Anthony thought the Legislature should go 
on ana dúmu® the qu«r*'i'*n thoroughly. The tiouse 
has ihe two ^vstem^ before i 
to choose between. 
Either t i - btate is to i;e required to d«> this work, or 
the di trie s v ill have to do it. 
If is more or less a 
m att r ».f exoerm euL 
ih e aiiol- thing is an ex­ 
perim ent, ami tbe question i»«, who shall foot the 
bills. The a*uei»d.:ieut, he*aid, 
a t least consti­ 
tutional. The Stat** <*an appro; riate money ior 
w hatcrer p u ri^ o she pi- me®, bur the State cannot 
appoint a Cwmmisd m to ievy a tax upou this or 
th at district, or tm? **r th at m unicipality, 
if the 
minere m ust go on. theu why does not t e National 
Government, which hi* soul th» in the lands, c-m e 
to their rescue. 
Why should the Stale at large be 
taxed for the purj*>s¿? 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
The Assembly reconvened at 2 o’clock,th e Speaker 
in the Chair. 
The consideration of Mr. Young’s am endm ent to 
Assembly Bill No. 3 ¿4 was resumed. 


T U R SH TIN O A ND AGRICUL U R A L IN TER ESTS. 
Mre StrrETLAND said he would like to state regard­ 
ing these hydraulic mines th at the impression had 


gone abroad th at they were run by co’q*orations, and 
th at the public derived no benefit from them . 
Auy 
man who visited Yuba. Nevada and Sierra counties 
would see thousands of men, uot Chinamen, working 
there every day. 
There were fine churches, school- 
houses, prosperous villages and a thrifty people. It 
was not true th at the money was all carried off by 
corporations owning the m ints. 
Many of the mines 
were worked at small profit. 
In the speaker’s own 
county there was a population of 30,000, and a more 
thrifty peopl • could not be found. 
This debris 
question had been forced u. on them . 
The miners 
were willing th at the agricultural interests should 
be justly protected, bu t he did not aporove of the 
spirit of the am endm ent of the gentlem an from Sac­ 
ram ento (Mr. Young) at this time. There were three 
bills before the House and he thought the amend­ 
m ent should be considered in connection w ith them 
all. 
Mr. D o w ns said this was a m atter w ith which the 
State could not trifle. 
It should be decided by this 
Legislature, otherwise our constituents will hold us 
responsible. 
I am in favor of the am endm ent of­ 
fered by Mr. Swectland, and opposed to th at offered 
by Mr. Young. 
I am also in favor of taking up Mr. 
Carr’s bill and let th at go to p rin t; also Mr. Cham­ 
berlain’s bill. 
Get them all fairly before us, and we 
can decide the m erits of the whole. 
Mr. L k vk e hoped the am endm ent of Mr. Young 
would not be adopted. 
Mr. T y l e r said he hod beard no one state the dis­ 
tinctive characteristics of the different bills. 
He 
understood th at the original bill under consideration 
was prepared at the request of the farmers in the 
valleys where the debris comes down. 
Mr. C h a n d l e r—You have been misinformed. 
Mr. T ylk r—Then in whose interest? 
Mr. Ch a n d l e r— In the interest of the hydraulic 
miners and the swamp land owners. 
In the other 
counties ninety nine out of every hundred are op- 
ptsed to it. 
Mr. T y ler replied th at he simply was trying to 
get a t the principles underlying these two bill®. He 
understood th at this bill operated upon the princi­ 
ple th at these several districts should be taxed, 
th at bonds should be issued to pay the expenses of 
reclamation of the several districts. 
He referred to 
the substitute, striking out the enacting clause. 
Mr. Y oung said the sobstitute to which Mr. Tyler 
was evidently m teuding to refer consisted of the 
amendments to the Brown bill, th at instead of there 
being paid Commissioners, the Governor of the 
State and the State Engineer should act as Commis­ 
sioners ; th at the bonds instead i f being unlimited, 
should be limited in am ount, th a t there sh uld be 
no Chinese employed, and that the reclamation dis­ 
tricts should remain as they are. 
Mr. T y ler replied th at the sub titute was then 
simply the Brown hill with these amendment®. ThiB 
establishing reclamation districts was a new problem 
in legislation, and one th at could not be solved 
hastily. 
lie did not believe th at the m iners could 
be stopped or ought to be stopped. 
lie understood 
th at the am endments introduced by Mr. Sweetland 
were prepared by Mr. Yourg. The am endm ent of 
Mr. Young was a proposition to tu rn round aud tax 
the whole State. 
AN IN T E R R U PT IO N . 
Mr. Y oung said the gentleman either intended to 
m isrepresent him, or else he knew better. 
Mr. Tyler declined to be interrupted. 
Mr. Y o u n g—The gentlem an is m isrepresenting 
me. 
Mr. T y l e r— It is false. 
Mr. Y oung —I rise to a point order. 
The Chair—You had no right to interrupt him. 
Mr. M aybkll— I demand th at the gentlem an’s 
language be caken down. 
11c said it was false. 
Mr. Young—I do not desire to have the language 
taken down. 
Mr. Maybell—I desire the language taken down, 
and th at the Chair shall mete out justice. 
The Uh a ir—'You are out of order. The gentle­ 
man intim ates th at the Chair does not desire to 
have the same justice m eted out to one gentleman 
as the other. 
Do you mean to insist th at the Chair 
is partial? 
Mr. M a y b e ll—I do not wish to say th at the Chair 
is partial. 
The C h a ir —It is not in order to charge the Chair 
with partiality unti he makes a ruling. 
In a par­ 
liamentary *ense I do not see th a t the words arc 
offensive. 
To say the words, “ It is false,” does 
not im p’y the gentleman is a liar. 
There is a great 
deal of difference parliam entary. 
The Chair rules 
th at the words are not, under the circumstances, 
offensive. 
Mr. B u a u n h a r t—It is not Mr. Young who is in­ 
terested in this m atter, it is the House. 
The Ch a ir — It is true. 
But the House m ust de­ 
cide w hether the words are in themselves necessarily 
insulting. 
The C h a ir then put the question, “ Shall the 
words of the gentleman from Alameda be taken 
down by the Clerk?” and ou a division it was de­ 
clared lost. 
T H E DI9CUS8ION R EN EW ED . 
Mr. T y le r argued th at the am endm ent of Mr. 
Young proposed to change the tax from a district 
one to a tax to be levied upon the entire State. 
He 
was in favor of levying the tax, or a great portion 
of it, in the raines. 
Mr. May said it did not surprise him th at m em ­ 
bers did not wish to have their people taxed for this 
work. 
He referred to past legislation upon thi9 
qu» stion, and thought the rítate had beeu liberal in 
fnrnishing funus to secure the report of competent 
engineers upon the subject. 
The State ought to 
pass a law similar to the one under consideration, 
that would enable panics directly interested to pros­ 
ecute their work with as little injury as possible to 
other interests. The speaker did not feel author­ 
ized, as one of the representatives from San Fran­ 
cisco, to vote that the people of th at city should pay 
thousands of dollars iu taxes under the legislation 
proposed. 
Mr. B e n n e t t said the Brooks bill proposed to or­ 
ganize what would be called a drainage district, 
which is nut at the present tim e specified, but is in 
the brains of the Commissioners who may be :<p- 
pointed. They have control of those districts ; they 
will take in eighteen or tw enty couaties, each side 
of the Sacramento river, and counties will be placed 
in the list not subject to overflow any more than 
counti.s in the southern part of the St<te. 
The 
proposition is to stop the debris in the mountains 
as well as to levee the Sacramento river and to re­ 
claim swamp lands of the State. 
It would he such a 
burden on these districts as they would be unable to 
bear. 
It 
is a 
m atter of 
dollars and cents 
which 
any man 
can 
figure. 
The work, 
if 
done, will "be ‘done at the expense of the high 
lands which are not interested or in any danger 
of overflow. 
The fact stares us in the face that the 
debris is coming down the river and threatening 
ihe low lands that are high lands now. 
These farm ­ 
ers that own these lands want protection, but they 
do not feel th at it is incum bent upon them to pav 
this large hill in their own defense, when the evil 
comes from the mountains and the damage is done 
by other p arties.» They simply ask th at the State 
or somebody else shall inaugurate a pysfem to pre­ 
vent the debris from coming down from the m ount­ 
ains. T hat is all they w ant; and all the miners 
want Í9 the privilege of going on with their work 
unmolested. The Engineer has been before the 
committee, and they have come to the conclusion 
th a t the debris must be stopped in the mountains 
or the low lands will be covered. Are you going 
to stop it o r not ? 
And if you do, who Í3 
going to pay the bill ? The hydraulic interests in 
the m ountains are period ly willing to be taxed, not 
exorbitantly, perhaps, but a fair tax, and let this 
be done, and under the plans proposed by the en­ 
gineers stop the debris. 
I think we ought to take 
the Chamberlain bill. 
Let the dam*» required be 
constructed, and m part paym ent of the work levy 
a tax upon the w ater used by the m iners in the 
mountains. 
It is unfair to tax counties where they 
get no return, and I shall vote against this. 
Mr. McCarty of Lake urged the necess ty of some 
action. 
Mr. C h a n d l e r said there seemed to be a great 
deal of time taken up in the effort to convince the 
!lou<?e th at the f nnersabm g the Yuba, Bear aud 
Feather rivers desired to have a sjstem of levees. 
They desired no such thing. 
All they ask ¡3 to be 
protected from the debris. 
Is not the whole State 
interested i.« the rivers which convey its products to 
the m etropolis? The Engineer has reported th at it 
is practicable to stop the ebrts. A drainage system 
is not asked hv the fanners ; all they ask is to be 
protected from the debris. 
Mr. D o w ns was opposed to both the bill and nil 
amendments, hut was in favor 1 >t the Chamberlain bill; 
but if this was to be a test vote as t«> the proposition 
he would vote for Mr. Young’s am endm ent. In going 
to Marysville the committee found a m ajority of 
the people were in favor of State a id ; Sutter and 
Nevada counties favored State a d, and the majorit j 
of the people everywhere were n favor of State aid 
and against bonded indebtedness. 
Mr. F inlayson regretted th at there was not more 
of a desire to work harmoniously in this m atter. 
The people of the m ountains were jealous of the 
people of the plains ; the people of the plaui3 were 
jealous of the people of the cities. 
All should work 
for tho comm' n weal, fur whatever hurt the people 
of Siskiyou or San Diego 1 u rt the people of the 
whole State. 
He should vote for Sir. Young’s 
amendment., and hoped it would cany. 
A vote was taken on Mr. Young’s amendment, 
and it was lost—ayes 15, noes 63. 


A N TI-C H IN E S E A M ENDM ENTS. 
M r.Corcoran offered an am ndm ent to add a new 
section, providing th at no Chinese should be em­ 
ployed on any of the contemplated work. 
Adopted. 
Mr. McC a llio n, aUo offered an am endm ent th at 
no m aterial used in the c instruction of such works 
should be purchased from auy contractor employing 
Chinamen. 
Adopted. 


T H E SU BSTITU TE D ISCU 88K D . 
The questnn recurred on the adoption of the sub­ 
stitute and Mr. Ma th e w s offered an am endm ent to 
Section 14, providing th at if there 13 a bonded in­ 
debtedness the question of taxation should pre­ 
viously be subm itted to the people, 
lie wished to 
give the people an opportunity to say w hether they 
would be exterm inated by taxation or not. 
Mr. 
bR O O K .s offered an am ndm ent, which was 
accepted by Mr. Mathews, providing that the Act 
should not take effect until th irty days after an 
election to be held for the purpose of allowing the 
people to vote upon the question, and making a 
two-thirds m ajority necessary to levy the tax. 
Mr. 1 y le r though the Legi*.'ature was capable of 
judging of these m atters, and he had serious doubts 
w hether an Act w’ith this am endm ent would be sus­ 
tained by the Courts. 
Mr. B r ooks read from Article XI., Section 18, of 
th r new constitution to show th at a two-thirds ma­ 
jority would be necessary in this case. 
Mr. Corcoran said the Supreme Court had decided 
this question a hundred tim en Such a 1 reposition 
was utterly unconstitutional. 
The Constitution 
mad ' this provision in certain specific cases, but 
here it was clearly unconstitutional. 
Mr. M cCa rty . f Lake was satisfied th:s am end­ 
m ent would be of no use whatever to the bill, and 
ought to be voted down. 
Mr. B r u n e r said ¿Sacramento county gets nothing 
out of hydraulic mines, yet we have expended w ith­ 
in two years $60,000 leveeing against hydraulic 
mines. 
Now, we ask State aid shall be given in 
this instance, so Sucrameuto shall not have a debt of 
$1,500,000 or $2,000,000 saddled on th.s cou»ty. We 
nave nod a heavy iudebtedness over the COtUlty for 
tw enty years. 
V» e are tiy ing to get rid of { h at; 
and when we want to throw’ safeguards around this 
bill the gentlem an from Alameda (Mr. Tyler) comes 
in and says we Bhall not do it. 
W hat kind of legis­ 
lation is this? Sacramento countv lias a great in­ 
terest in this m easure; it has in all the measures 
th at come before this Legislature, and I will stand 
out against giving leui® ation for any other portion 
of the State until this m atter is settled. 
Mr. Fox—Is not th a t a violation of the clause of 
the Constitution regarding intim idating legislation? 
Mr. B rooks sta e«i th at he «.ffer®J the am endm ent 
with the very best of intention. 
He baa the honor 
to represent a. county equally rich in mineral as it 
was in grain. 
Hl3 county teul paid a railroad debt 


of about $150 000, principal and interest, and was 
owing $103.000 now. 
He could not vote for a meas­ 
ure that would increase th at indebtedness t o $600,- 
000, and go before the people after so doing. 
Mr. C a r r of Yuba thought if the members were 
in any way stifled as to their action on this floor, at 
least the Uou3.- ought to agree to give the people a 
chance to vote upon the proposition. 
There were 
100,000 people to-day directly interested in the 
mines of California, and he for one would 11 ot vote 
for striking dowm such an industry, and the men 
who voud for this bill were striking a t the very 
foundation of our industry. 
It wa9 the duty of the 
State to take care of the tailings or else stop the 
mines. 
Was it right to ask these counties to bond 
themselves to all eternity, th at San Francisco and 
Alameda m ight reap the benefit of these mines ? 
Gentlemen wanted the mining business to go on, 
but they did not want to help pay for it. 
Mr. M a y b ell thought the bond question of the 
highest importance. 
If the State had net mon^y 
enough to carry out the contemplated Improvement, 
and j»ay cash for it, the issuing of bonds was cer­ 
tainly not a wise step. 
Mr. Young thought there could be no question 
about th e constitutionality of the legislation pro­ 
posed. 
Mr. T ylkr said if the question could be properly 
subm itted to the p e o p le o f the district, when prop­ 
erly organized, he would be in favor of it, but as the 
m atter stood he hoped the am endm ent would be 
voted down. 
Mr C h a n d l e r was satisfied to leave this m atter 
to a vote of his constituents. 
Mr. McCARTTof Lake said the bills should be 
perftcted. 
The question was one of moment that 
should be properly considered. 
The vote on Mr. 
Young’s am endm ent seems to indicate th at it is the 
intention of the Assembly to adopt the district plan 
of reaching this m atter. 
I am not in favor of the 
bonded system, and, if the district plan is adopted, 
I want the people of the district satisfied with that 
fact. 
There are many people interested in the hy­ 
draulic mines and th e people in the valley arc 111 
danger of being overwhelmed with this debris. 
De­ 
lay is dangerous and immediate action should be 
taken. 
The miners should take care of the debris 
and the people of the valley ought to take care of the 
water. 
Some decisive action should be taken at 
ouce. 
It is almost criminal for this legislature to 
wait. 
Perfect the bill before the results of the next 
w inter may be upon us. 
Mr. D el" V a ll e thought, in view of the amend­ 
m ent proposed, nothing w iser could be done than 
to adopt it. 
A satisfactory view to all it seemed 
to be difficult to arrive at. 
Even am ong c-.untiea 
directly interested representatives were divided. In 
them atterof State aid, of course tho*e notto be bene­ 
fited by the proposed taxation did not wish to help 
pay the tax. 
Under the circumstances the amsud- 
raent was perfectly proper and fair. 
Mr. B r aUNUa k t thought the substitute for the 
bill should be printed. 
Mr. Cook thought the am endm ent to leave it to a 
vote of ihe people of districts was a good one. 
Mr. H a r t s o n e n te rta in e d n o d o u b t o n th e s u b je c t. 
Mr. C h a n d l e r called the previous question, sus­ 
tained by Messrs. M a y b ell and S in o x, and the 
ameudmont of Mr. Brooks to subm it the m atter to 
a vote ot the people of the districts was adopted by 
the following vote :

The Assembly ba3 rejected a bill which 
gave a lien to persons performing labor in 
connection with a thrashing machine, upon 
the grain thrashed by the machine. It is 
to be observed that the principle of this 
bill is identical with that of nearly all lien 
laws. It gives the hen upon the material. 
The theory of it is neither more nor less in 
accordance with equity than that of the ex­ 
tant laws which enable the mechanics em­ 
ployed upon a house to attach the property 
for debts owing to them by the contractor. 
In the latter case it is always possible that 
the owner of the house may be compelled 
to pay labor bills after having paid the full 
contract price to the builder. This is a 
hardship, but the law holds that the la­ 
borer must be protected, and it lias hitherto 
discovered 110 better way of protecting him 
than by giving him a lien upon the re­ 
sults of his labor. The case of the farmer 
nnder the Messenger hill would not have 
differed from that of the man who 
builds a house by contract. Bat though 
the existing law exposes the latter to 
such contingencies as we have cited, the 
Assembly thought that it would be alto­ 
gether too hard upon the farmer to treat 
him as all the rest of the community are 
treated. The result was a debate in which 
the identity of the proposed bill with ex­ 
isting legislation was entirely lost sight 
of, and after the possible hardships accru­ 
ing to the farmer had been elaborately ex­ 
patiated upon, the measure wa3 rejected. 
Now, this was a bill demanded quite as 
much in the interests nf labor as any lien 
law ever passed, and if it was not a souud 
law it follows that no lien law now on the 
statute book is souud. There is no justifi­ 
cation for exempting farmers from liabil­ 
ities which stand against all the rest of the 
people, jet that, and nothing else, is 
what the Assembly did in rejecting the 
Messenger bill. 
We believe that the 
rights of the • laborer ought to be 
protected under ali circumstances. The 
employers can always protect themselves, 
but the emploj-ed cannot. It is in 
evidence that men working on thrashers 
have frequent!j- been cheated of their 
wages. 
This can no longer happen to 
mechanics, and it ought not to be possible 
with any kindof workingmen. The Assem­ 
bly has several times made attempts to 
show that it was very friendly to Labor, 
but the rejection of so wholesome and 
equitable a bill as this is a damaging per­ 
formance. There is no real danger that the 
farmers would be injured by such a law. 
It would make them careful not to pay 
contractors until the latter had settled 
with their hands, just as the existing lien 
laws make people who build houses careful 
in the same way. The laborer is worthy 
of his hire, and he ought to be secured in 
it, and the Messenger bill, or one like it, 
should be enacted. 


THE QUESTION OV GENERAL TAXATION 
FOR DEBRIS RELIEF. 
Issue has been joined upon the question 
of raising the revenue for the carrying out 
of the proposed debris relief works. 
The 
Young substitute bill having been brought 
into line w ith the prevalent views on this 
point by the introduction of an amend­ 
ment, substituting general for district tax­ 
ation, the Assembly divided upon the prop­ 
osition, and a prolonged discussion ensued. 
It is to be regretted that members from 
San Francisco and the bay counties should 
have thought it their duty to take ground 
against the plan of State taxation, for 
there can be no question that San Fran­ 
cisco is directly interested in the settle­ 
ment of the debris question, and that far 
stronger arguments can be advanced in 
support of her participation in the work 
than can be urged in the case of other 
parts of the State. 
W e had hoped that 
this great subject would have been ap­ 
proached in a broad and statesmanlike 
manner, and that the considerations which 
support the principle of general taxation 
would have been given the;r full weight. 
The arguments which have heretofore been 
brought forward in behalf of national ap­ 
propriations for the impounding of the 
debriB in the mountains are based upon the 
same principle now sought to be embodied 
in the Young substitute, and it may be 
confidently asserted that these principles 
apply much more stronglj' in the case of 
the State than in the case of the nation. 
For it is obvious that while the future of 
the United States would not be seriously 
affected even if California was blotted 
from the map entirely, the destinies of 
the inhabitants of this State are largely 
dependent upon the issue of the present 
difficulty. Should the flow of debris con­ 
tinue unchecked, it will not be long before 
San Francisco is made to realize that her 
material interests are deeply affected, and 
that the integrity of her harbor, upon 
which her commercial prosperity is de­ 
pendent, must be destroyed unless she 
puts her hand in her own pocket, and sub 
scribes liberally to relief works which will 
then have become infinitely more difficult 
and costly. Nor can it be alleged with 
truth that there is any part of the State 
which is not interested in this m atter, and 
which may not be called upon . to bear its 
share of the cost with far more reason 
than goes to the demands constantly 
made on the national treasurj- for 
aid to distant 
undertakings. 
It is 
indeed a short-sighted and delusive sup 
position that even if the national Govern­ 
ment should bear the entire cost of these 
works, the people of California would 
escape contributing to it. The principle 
of national aid to State improvements 
proceeds upon the theory that the pros­ 
perity and welfare of every part of the 
country is of importance enough to every 
other part to justify the taxation of all for 
local benefits. 
To pretend that though 
this principle underlies national Govern­ 
ment it has not equal coger.cy in relation 
to State affairs, is to assert that though 
cohesion and mutual help are necessary to 
the stability of a federation of Stales, they 
are unnecessary to the stability of a 
federation of counties. The State is in its 
essential elements a smaller Union. It ¡3 
organized on the same general system, it is 
amenable to the same general laws, anel 
principles which are admitted to be sound 
when used ia connection with national 
affairs cannot be impeached when it is pro­ 
posed to extend their application to m at­ 
ters of State concernment. 


while the application to it of general 
taxation would so distribute the cost a3 to 
make it everywhere inconsiderable, the 
adoption of that method ought to recom­ 
mend itself to every liberal and sagacious 
mind as the most fitting and equitable 
mode of adjustment possible under the 
circumstances. 


SCHURZ ANO THE UTES. 
It appears that Mr. Schurz has not suc­ 
ceeded in satisfying the people of Colorado 
in his arrangements with the Utes. Teller, 
of that State, has declared that he will 
fight the Schnrz plan in the Senate, and 
has intimated that nothing was likely to 
please his constituents which does not do 
injustice to the Indians. Mr. Schurz is 
said to have observed that the people of 
Colorado were not the only parties in inter­ 
est. That he owed duties to the Indians, 
and to the people of the United States. 
And we infer from this tbit the arrange­ 
ments made by the Secretary are more 
equitable to the Utes than such treaties 
have hitherto been. Senator Teller ap­ 
pears to have behaved with much indiscreet­ 
ness, taking the arrogant and preposterous 
position that Colorado had a right to dic­ 
tate to the United States Government as 
to how the Utes should be treated. It is 
to be hoped that Mr. Schurz has labored 
only to do justice to all concerned, and 
that he will stand up to his plan despite all 
the opposition Mr. Teller can bring to bear. 
For it is time that a beginning of justice to 
the Indians was made, and a fairer oppor­ 
tunity than the present is not likely to 
occur.

LAST NIGHTS DISPATCHES TO THE RECORD- 
UNKIN. 


If the people of Maine and Florida, of 
North Carolina and Illinois and Ohio, sub­ 
mit cheerfully to taxation which is ex­ 
pended iu constructing harbors and light­ 
houses and public buildings on the Pacific 
coast, with what show of reason can the 
people of one State resist the levying of 
taxes which arc to be expended wholly in 
benefiting that State'! It is a narrow and 
fallacious view which contends that Los 
Angeles and Mendocino and Kern county 
and Plumas have no such interest in the 
salvation of the. Sacramento valley as can 
justify the taxation of those counties for 
such a purpose. On the contrary, it is a 
demonstratable fact that every taxpayer 
in the State, from one end to the other, 
has a positive and undeniable interest in 
the accomplishment of this great work, 
and that all should contribute willingly to 
it. The ruin of this valley means the ruin 
of San Francisco, and the ruin of San 
Francisco implies the decadence of the 
entire State. There is a strong commu­ 
nity of interest binding all the people of 
the State together, and to ignore the 
existence of this bond would be most 
calamitous. Again, it is evident that in 
this case the State appears in the attitude 
of a solicitor before the sufferers from the 
debris. The natural impulse of the latter 
is to procure the stoppage of the flow of 
debris at all hazards. Left to themselves 
they would pursue their remedies iu the 
Courts, and would insist upon the aban­ 
donment of hydraulic mining, if no other 
mode of relief could be found. But the 
•Stat i sees that the suspension of the hy­ 
draulic mines would injure the community, 
and therefore it seek a means of protecting 
the farmers which will avoid that uecessitj’. 
It is, however, distinctly for the intebest 
of the State, more than for the interest of 
the farmers, that this policy should be 
adopted, and therefore it is plainly incum­ 
bent on the State to assist in bringing about 
the solution which, it deems best adapted 
to the general welfare. 
At such 
a juncture it cannot tell the farmers that 
they ought to bear the whole expense of 
the relief works. It is its clear duty to 
distribute that expense over the whole 
«ommunity, since it is in the interest of 
the whole community that the farmers are 
asked to forego their right of demanding 
the suspension of hydraulic mining. There 
are consequently special reasons for the 
acceptance of the plan of general taxation 
in this case, and they appear to us to be 
impregnable ones. But it is not to lie as­ 
sumed that there is anything novel in 
the application of this principle to State 
affairs. It is done every day. The school 
tax is a ready example of it. That tax is 
not assessed on the basis of local benefits, 
but on the broad foundation of State 
needs. It is necessary to the well-being of 
the community that the educational 
agencies shall be everywhere attainable. 
Consequently no hesitation is felt in 
making wealthy sections contribute much 
more than their own share to the fund, 
since there are poor sections which other­ 
wise could not maintain scnools. In the 
debris case the existence of a State need 
is not less apparent than in the case of the 
schools, and the argument for general tax­ 
ation in regard to it is equally strong. 
We do not believe, moreover, that the 
people are inclined to resist the applica­ 
tion of this principle. We rather believe 
that members of the Legislature who have 
put themselves in opposition to it mistake 
the temper of their constituents not less 
than they mistake the scope and meaning 
of enlightened statesmanship. The debris 
question is a subject for State treatment, 
if ever there has been such a subject, and 


TH3 DEMOCRATS AND TLE ELECTION 
LAWS. 
Garfield has succeeded in extorting from 
McMahon the admission that the Demo­ 
crats do not intend to allow the United 
States election laws to be enforced this 
year if they can prevent it. The silent 
acquieser.ee of his colleagues in this declar­ 
ation justifies the assumption that this is 
part of the Democratic programme. They 
are relying, as Burroughs said, upon “ free 
‘ fraud ” at the Presidential election, and 
it is already almost certain that they pro­ 
pose to supplement the application of this 
principle at the polls with arrangements 
in the national legislature which will ren­ 
der the choice of a Democratic President 
possible. There is, however, a difficulty 
about plans of this kind which is apt to 
destroy their usefulness, and it is that the 
discovery of the plans is certain, and that 
when they are known they invariably 
cause a strong current of popular senti­ 
ment to flow against the partj- which 
iuttm s or adopts them.

contemplate

evasion 
of the election laws by refusing appro­ 
priations to carry them into effect, 
will much more than counterbalance any 
conceivable gains capable of being derived 
from that policy. This has always been 
the rock upon which Democratic poli­ 
ticians have split, yet they never learn 
from experience. Nothing can be plainer 
than the inference that their refusal to 
make appropriations for United States 
Marshals and deputies proceeds from a 
fraudulent purpose, and by persisting in 
that resolve they can only cause it to he 
believed everywhere that Garfield and 
Burroughs are right in their diagnosis. 
But no doubt the Democrats will fail to 
perceive this, and will continue to think 
that thej- have played a remarkably shrewd 
game, until the votes are counted after the 
election. 


MR GARCELON'S JUDAS. 
Mr. Garcelon is not at all original iu his 
devices. Having first undertaken to stand 
upon his dignity, and to deny point-blank 
the existence of any crookedness in the 
proceedings of his Council, he was pres­ 
ently confronted with the undeniable proofs 
of fraud, whereupon he “ passionately 
“ protested his innocense,:’ and declared 
that there had been a “ Judas” in the 
Council. It is very unlikely that Mr. Gar- 
cclon will get anybody to accept this the­ 
ory of the case. There may, indeed, have 
been a Judas in the Council, but this could 
only be so upon the supposition that there 
was something to betray ; and in this 
instance there could have been nothing 
to betray but the flagrant frauds of 
which the Council is now shown to have 
been guiltj*. Now, if Mr. Garcelon had 
himself been innocent, it follows that he 
could not have linked the production of 
the proof of fraud with the idea of treason 
in the Council. This exclamation of his 
in fact convicts and condemns him, for it 
proves that he was fully aware of the ex­ 
istence of frauds, v. hose revelation he re­ 
garded as a betrayal, and wbieh he had 
thought too skillfully concealed to be dis­ 
covered by any other means than treason. 
It ¡3 a dirty business, that Maine conspir- 
acj*, and it has effectually disposed of Mr. 
Garcelon—unless, indeed, the Democrats 
want hint as a Presidential candidate. 


SAN FRANCISCO ITEMS. 
[From our San Franeh-co exchanges of March ISth.l 
It is estimated that the entertainment at 
Woodward's Gardens yesterday will net 
about $1,000 for the sufferers in Ireland. 
The earnings of the Central Pacific 
Railroad Company for the first two months 
of the year were .$2,2(31,000, an increase of 
§11(3,000 over the same time in 1879. 
The examination of witnesses as to the 
canse of the fire on board the City of Syd­ 
ney was resumed to-day before Captain 
John II. Freeman, United States Local In­ 
spector of Hulls, but no evidence has as 
yet been adduced to give the slightest clue 
to its origin. 
The amount of base coin in the office of 
the Sub-Treasurer is about $14,000. These 
one, three and five cent coins are now in 
quite common use. The banks now pay 
checks up to the last cent, and grocers are 
beginning to return exact change. To old 
Californians the system seems very odd. 
Saturdaj*, the 20th inst., will be a ver­ 
itable “ steamer day.” The City of Tokio 
will leave for China and Japan, the City 
nf Sydney for Honolulu, Auckland and 
Sydnej*, the Granada for Panama and way 
ports, and the City of Chester for Victoria. 
There promises to be a lively time at the 
Custom-house. 


A H0RP.IELE DUEL. 
During the Bourbon restoration in Par's 
scarcely a day passed without a meeting 
between Loyalists ami Imperialists. 'I he 
insults took place chiefly beneath the 
wooden gallery (now the glass gallery) of 
the Palais Royal, where a tread < n the toes 
or a push with the elbow sufficed. An old 
Imperialist fire-eater, a certain Colonel 
Dufai, thus took in hand one day a youth 
of herculean frame, Raoul by name, who 
wore the uniform of the Royal Guard ; 
but, barely eighteen years of age, he was 
but little practiced in the use if arms. 
The parties merely adjourned to a street 
close by, that led up the Louvre, ard the 
combat began ; but, so great was t! e ine­ 
quality of the parties, Colonel Dufai hav­ 
ing disarmed bis antagonist several tit es, 
that, to bring an impossible combat to a 
conclusion, he made the txtraordinaiy 
proposition that they should be tied to one 
another, with the exception of the right 
hand, in which should be a dagger, and 
that they should be thus placed in a hack­ 
ney coach, with orders to drive twice 
around the place of the Carrausel. Two 
of the witnesses drove the vehicle, two 
others got up behind. First one cry of 
agony was heard, and then another, and 
all was silent. The accomplices drove the 
hack-horses furiously around the square. 
The turns accomplished, they rushed to 
the carriage doors. All was perfectly quiet 
within, and the two bodies lay still tied 
together in a pool of blood. Dufai, how­ 
ever, recovered. His adversary had struck 
him four times in the breast, and tom bis 
face and chin with bis teeth 1 But such a 
horrid encounter did not cure hiai of his 
ruffianly propensities, 
His next victim 
was Col. de Saint Morys, of the Gardes 
du Corps; and he also wounded General 
\ Iscount do Mondelagier grievously. At 
length the police got hold of him on ac­ 
count of a pamphlet he had published. 
Condemned to a month’s imprisonment, he 
was so roughly treated that he became 
violent; he was then thrown down, put in 
a straight jacket, and tied by the neck and 
feet like a madman, or a wild animal, as 
he was. 


•E x tra c tin g F ra g m e n ts o f M e ta l 
fro m t h e b le s h .— A simple and usuallv 
successful mode of extracting a needle, or 
any piece of steel or iron broken off in the 
flesh, is accomplished by the application of 
a simple pocket magnet. Iron filings have 
a way of imbedding themselves in the ej*e 
which defies almost every ordinary means 
for their extraction. For their removal, 
a small, blunt, pointed bar of steel, well 
magnetized, will be found excellent, and 
we should recommend that workmen liable 
to such injuries keep such an instrument 
about them. It would be a good plan to 
insert such a bar in a pen-knife, in a m a n 
ner similar to a blade. 
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DOMESTIC NEWS. 
The Eeptily Marshal Question. 
[Special to the Rrcord-Unios 1 
V ashington, March 18th.—The principal 
feature of to day’s proceedings in Congress 
was the presentation by Representative 
Springer of a [imposition designed to end the 
present controversy over the Federal election 
laws, by providing that Deputy Marshals 
shall hereafter be appointed by the Federal 
Judges, and be selected for each voting pre­ 
cinct from two or more different political 
parties. It is also proposed to restrict the 
appointments at each poll to a number not 
exceeding three. This proposition was offered 
by Springer, after consultation with many of 
the leading members of his party, and as'the 
Republicans, from the President down, have 
professed entire willingness to assent to any 
reasonable amendments calculated to add to 
the efficiency of the election laws, and pre­ 
vent their use for party purposes, there is 
strong reason to believe that this proposition, 
or something very similar, will be incorpo­ 
rated in^ the pending defieiencj* bill, receive 
the President’s approval, and thereby remove 
from the domain of Congressional controversy 
the troublesome subject that for two years 
has so laigely engrossed it. During 
to-day’s 
debate 
on 
the 
question of 
providing for the payment of Deputy 
Marshals employed at the last election, 
Representatives Page and Horace Davis 
both made effective little speeches uDder the 
five-minutes’ rule. They took substantially 
the ground that in the disturbed condition (if 
affairs last year in California there was an 
unusual need of Deputy Marshals of Elec­ 
tions ; that the best citizens of all parties de­ 
sired their appointment; that those who 
were appointed under the law -vere honor­ 
able men, performed their duties fairly, and 
were entitled to their compensation. Davis 
also emphatically denied that three Deputy 
Marehals have been paid by the Republican 
party, and challenge the production of a 
scintilla of proof to support that charge. 
Titles lo Mineral Lands. 
[Special to the Record-L'nton.J 
W ash in g to n , March 18th.—The House 
Mining Committee to-day continued their 
consideration of that portion of the Public 
Land Commission's report which relates to 
mineral lands. The majority decided to ap­ 
prove the section doing away with ledge loca­ 
tions and iu favor of the adoption «f the 
common law system of bounding claims by 
vertical line-. The majority also voted to 
fix the maximum area of mining claims at 
960 feet square, or a parallelogram equiva­ 
lent to these dimensions, which comprise 
about 21 acres, provided that the length shall 
not in any case exceed 1,500 feet, and to give 
the locator one year’s time after discovering 
the uiineral within which to perfect his title 
by [laying §2 50 per acre for his claim, in­ 
stead of 85. as at present. He is also to he 
allowed to hold his claim for twelve months 
by merely staking it off and applying for a 
survey. A minority of the committee dis­ 
sent from all these propositions, and the bill 
is still open for amendment 'in regard to 
them or any other features until the commit­ 
tee takes final action upon it as a whole.

W ashington, March 18th.—The Senate 
to-day, on motion of Slater of Oregon, 
adopted a resolution calling lor the data in 
possession of the Engineers’ Dr partinent re­ 
specting the entrance to Yaquina bay, and 
particularly a copy of the report of Captain 
Woods’ examination and survey, made last 
December by direction of the Pacific Coast 
Board of Engineers. As part of the investi­ 
gation is still in progress to determine w ere 
the Pacific coast harbor of refuge should be 
constructed, Slater's purpose is to use these 
data in support of his effort to obtain a large 
appropriation for the general improvement of 
Yequina bay, for which several monster peti­ 
tions have been received lately. 
The t'hrisl.ancy Case.

W ashington, March 18th.—The S!<ir this 
evening publishes the following statement 
w ith reference to its yesterday’s report that 
divorce proceedings are about to be instituted 
by Minister Christiancy against his young 
wife: Mrs. Christiancy says she was com­ 
pelled to leave Peru on account of the ex­ 
treme cruelty of her husband, who even went 
so far es to threaten her life. She avowed to 
him her purpose to procure a divorce upon 
her return to the United States, and to make 
known to the wcrld Lis extreme cruelty to 
her, as well as the true inwardness of his re­ 
cent bargain with the late Senator Chandler, 
whereby the latter secured his resignation a3 
Senator in order that he (Chandler) might he 
elected to fill the vacancy. 51 rs. Christiancy 
says that the charges now made against her 
art instigated by Mr. C.’s friends, in order to 
weaken her statement of the true condition of 
the relations between them. When both 
sides of the question are heard Mrs. Chris­ 
tiancy will not be found the guilty one. She 
some tirao ago took the preliminary step to­ 
wards procuring a divorce, and it was on 
learning of this that Mr. Christi.incy’s friends 
started the stories about his wife. 
Receipts ill the Treasury. 
[Special to the Record-Unios. [ 
W ashington, March 18th.—There was a 
very large increase iu the receipts at the 
Treasury during the month of February over 
the corresponding month a year ago, but the 
increase during thp first half of March has 
been even larger. The customs receipts fur 
the first fifteen days of Match were S'J.OCO,- 
000, or ¿'ii,500,000 greater than the corre­ 
sponding days last year, while the internal 
revenue receipts were over §800,000 greater 
thaw for the saíne time lust year. The entire 
receipts were §13,500.000, while the expend­ 
itures were only §1,250,000, leaving a netsur- 
plus of over §9,250.000 for the first half of 
the month. ’1 his is a most extraordinary 
showing, and if the receipts keep up during 
the month, the Secretary will be able to pur­ 
chase at least §10,000,000 of six per cent, 
londs for the reduction of the public debt 
during this month, after retaining a sufficient 
amount of these turplus revenues to meet the 
demands of the [lending deficiency bill, and 
pay the §0,000,000 of interest due on the five 
per cent, bonds on the 1st of April. 
Tire Letter-Carrying of Wells, Ears» A Co. 
N ew Y o rk , March 18th.—The Tribune has 
the following: H. B. Parsons, Agent and 
Assistant Secretary of Wells, Fargo & Co. in 
New York, said to the Tribune reporter: 
“ Wells, Fargo & Co. use in their business 
regular Government stamped envelopes. As 
the company pays the Government full price 
for the envelopes and delivers the corre­ 
spondence committed to it without any ex­ 
c e ss to the Government, instead of the 
business being at variance with the postoffice 
service, it is an auxiliary and assistant. The 
letter business of Wells, Fargo & Co. sprang 
from the necessity for postal communication 
not furnished by the General Government in 
new and sparsely settled regions, and it has 
been the means of facilitating communica­ 
tion with otherwise inaccessible localities. 
Thus it has contributed to the public 
good and helped to open up the coun­ 
try. As the facilities of the Government 
postal service has extended, the need of the 
service supplied by the company has dimin­ 
ished, so that sir.ee 1S79 the carriage "f let­ 
ters has fallen off 51 per cent. The carriage 
of postage-paid letters by WelLs, Fargo & 
Co. began with the settlement of the Pacific 
coast, thirty years ago, and has been contin­ 
ued ever since. To a large extent, for a long 
time, it was the only means of communicat­ 
ing the pioneers, had. and it still remains a 
great convenience. The average number of 
letters now carried is about 200,0C0 a year, 
mainly to the Pacific coast. For the stamped 
envelopes used §00,0*10 a year is paid, which 
is a net income to the Government, as no 
commission is paid for the sale of stamps, 
aud there i« no expense of carrying and de­ 
livering. The commission on that amount of 
stamps, if sold bv Postmasters, would of it 
self amount to §3,000 a year. Many pay us 
the advance price—ten cents for each en­ 
velope—because they think correspondence 
in our hands is more certain of safe and 
quick transit than in the mails, but in any 
case the revenue of the Government is not 
diminished. 
A great many letters are car­ 
ried by the company for the Chinese both in 


San Francisco and New York. The address 
is written in Chinese characters. Only one 
Chinaman in many thousands is able to write 
English, and they are translated into English 
by Chinese clerks in our employ. This is of 
great benefit to the Chinese, as no such facil­ 
ity is furnished by the Postoffice Department. 
It may be that the carriage of the company’s 
own business correspond* nee by the hands of 
its own employes is an infraction of the law, 
as alleged in the report, but it is a practice 
very 
generally in vogue 
in various 
kinds of business throughout the country. 
The carriage of official letters, reports, etc., 
fur the Western Union Telegraph Company, 
referred to in the report, was discontinued 
some months ago upon an intimation from 
the Government that the practice was objec­ 
tionable. Wells, Fargo & Co. are willing to 
discontinue the carriage of Central Paeific 
Railroad officials’ reports as soon as the prac­ 
tice is prohibited on other lines. It claims 
the right, however, as long as other 
lines are freely permitted to do so.” Mr. 
Parsons said in conclusion that, if the Post­ 
master-General should refuse the company 
the privilege of carrying letters, an effort 
would be at once made to get a bill through 
Congress. Such a bill, he thought, could be 
easily passed, as the facilities furnished by 
the letter express business were strongly 
favored by all the members from California, 
Nevada, Arizona, and other Western States 
and Territories. 
an e a rn e s t protest. 
W ashington, March 18th.—All the Pa­ 
cific coast Senators, Representatives and Del­ 
egates in Congress have to-day united in a 
letter to Postmaster-General Kej, in which 
they say : “ Learning that the Commission 
to which you referred the question of letter- 
carrying by Wells, Fargo & Co.’s Express 
have reported adversely to a continuance of 
such service, we beg leave respectfully and 
earnestly to protest against any action by 
your Department prohibitive of such carry­ 
ing of letters in Government stamped envel­ 
opes, as being against public interest, and a 
serious blow to the business facilities of our 
people.” 
TUe Maine luvcsllgnl'on—Severe Indiel- 
men I of «.areclon mu! the Connell. 
Augusta (Me.), March ISth.—The Legis­ 
lative Committee, inquiring into the conduct 
of ex-Governor Garcelon and Council, has 
made its report. It states that Garcelon, 
while evincing a willingness to disclose every­ 
thing, was infirm in his memory and failed to 
give a satisfactory reason for Iiíh zourse. 
When the evidence was laid before him he 
ceased to longer defend the counting-out, 
passionately declared his own innocence, and 
declared that some Juda* among the Council 
had done the villainy. The committee say: 
First, that returns were kept from candi­ 
dates, contrary to usage ; second, that during 
such time alterations, erasures and forgeries 
were made upon them, for the purpose of 
counting out Republicans ; third, that during 
such time defects in the Fusion returns were 
surreptitiously corrected and affidavits se­ 
cured to throw out Republican returns; 
fourth, in all such 
cases the 
results 
invariably counted out the Republican 
candidates 
and counted in the 
Fusion 
candidates; fifth, this result was reached 
by refusing to allow Republican errors 
to 
be 
corrected ; 
sixth, rules 
were 
laid down anil strictly applied to reject the 
Republican returns, but not applied to count 
the Fusion returns ; seventh, many of these 
rules were evidently invoked in order to se­ 
cure a Fusion Legislature ; eighth, these ille­ 
gal and fraudulent acts were part of a pre­ 
meditated [dan to secure the Fusión Gov­ 
ernor and Legislature, and both the Governor 
and Council must have been parties to it : 
ninth, different appropriations by the Legisla­ 
ture have been diverted from their legitimate 
purposes, aud in many* cases have been ex­ 
hausted ; public funds have been withdrawn 
from the Treasury by Governor Garcelon aud 
his Council without warrant of law, and have 
been applied to unauthorized purposes and 
for unlawful ends. A large sum of money 
belonging to the State remains in the hands 
of Governor Garcelon and other officials of 
last year, which Should be converted back 
into the Treasury. The recklessness of man­ 
agement disclosed in the transactions of last 
year tends to destroy public confidence, un­ 
dermine public credit, and introduce practices 
which, if unrebuked, will prove fatal to the 
future prosperity aud progress of the State. 
T iie I Sc Investigation. 
W ash in g to n , March 18th.—The Commit­ 
tee on Indian Affairs continued to-day the 
examination of Chief Ouray. He was asked 
if any agreement eutered into by the Gov­ 
ernment was satisfactory to him at.-d would 
lie to his people ? He answered inasmuch as 
he had fitted up a ranch at a good deal of 
trouble and expense, he would prefer now not 
to move off the rest rvation, but whatever 
would bo satisfactory to his people would he 
satisfactory to him. There might he some 
difficulty in persuading some of them to 
move, but if it was explained to them that 
not all of them would have to move from 
Colorado, he thought they woukl accede to 
the arrangement. It seemed to him the best 
thing they could do in order to maintain 
peace.

lire Donuelly-Wanlibarnc Case- Kcport of 
the C om uiilltc on Elections. 
Washington, March 18th.—The House 
Committee on "Elections postponed a formal 
vote iu the Donnelly-Washburne (Minnesota) 
case to-day until the minority report has been 
printed. The minority report of the sub­ 
committee finds in favor of unseating Wash- 
buine and seating Donnelly. It cites twenty- 
nine cases on the part of Washburn, where 
money was paid by Washburne's clerks, his 
business manager, and the secretary of his 
political committee or his political agents. 
Over 100 cases are traced directly to Wash­ 
burne's office, the money in some cases being 
paid in his presence, or iu the presence of his 
brother, Governor C. C. Washburne, of Wis­ 
consin. In one case the Democratic village 
Postmaster wrote directly to Washburn,e 
offering to sell his vote for §50. Washburae 
through a friend answered the letter, thank­ 
ing him for his offer, and sent the friend to 
him to pay the money. In another case 90 
wood-choppers, who were not legal voters, 
w ere paid §2 each to vote for Washburne, aud 
the money was repaid by Washburne's man­ 
ager. 
In another case a Democratic 
speaker who had been advocating Donnelly 
was announced to make a Democratic speech 
the night before the election. He made a 
speech for Washburne, and told the next day 
ttiat he had received §150 of Washburne’s 
money for doing so. At Crookton there were 
85 legal voters, aud 258 vutes were cast by 
paid railroad hands. A Democratic newspa­ 
per at Little Falls was bought to support 
Washburne fur §250. Washburne sent out a 
United States laud officer to canvass for him. 
He admits that he may have bribed 100 per­ 
son?. Great numbers of laborers in sparsely 
settled points where there were no precincts 
or polling places voted in box cars, cigar 
boxes aud depots, although non-residents. 
They all voted ior Washburne for pay. These 
briberies extended through a section half as 
large as New York. In Minneapolis 
one man was paid $50 for his vote and 
influence, and others §25 to §35. Workmen 
were paid by their employers §50 to work 
and vote for Washburne. Overcoats and 
11 iur were paid. Saloons voted their boarders 
for pay. In many cases money was offered 
aud declined. Employers intimidated work­ 
men to vote for Washburne, thereby causing 
nearly 3,000 Democrats not to vote. The Re­ 
publican majority was 3,080 for Washburne, 
against 355 for Hayes iu 1870. The number­ 
ing of ballots was in pursuance of a plan to 
intimidate voters, and was unconstitutional. 
Lawyers advised the Republicans not to do 
it. Outoftwenty-onejudgesD in nelly only had 
one, while being the candidate of both parties 
he should have had fourteen. 
They go on at great length to multiply in­ 
stances, ana conclude that they reject the 
votes and precincts, because the ballots were 
numbered with fraudulent intent. Had no 
unfair means been used, Donnelly would have 
carried Minneapolis, as he carried the rest of 
the district. He has a majority of 230. They 
declare they have rejected or thrown out 
nothing on legal quibbles only. 
The Brain Speculators’ Eailnre. 
G ra n d R apids (Mich ), March 13th.— 
Late developments show that the following 
backs are interested in the failure of the 
grain speculators yesterday : City National, 
§•30,000 ; Farmers’ and Mechanics', §45,000 ; 
First National, 820,000. All of the Graud 
Rapids hanks are secured except the last 
named. Detroit American National, §50,000; 
Coldwater National, §35,000; Hastings Na­ 
tional, §20,000; Kalamazoo banks, §2,000, 
partly secured ; Pontiac banks, §15,000; Chi­ 
cago banks, §20.000, not secured, and §20,000 
in New York city bank?, secured. The clique 
still has open deals to the atnouut of 700,000 
bushels, 011 which there is scmcely a proba­ 
bility of realizing.

TEE HOSPITAL INVESTIGATION. 


R is the Cccasion for Some of the Llvliest 
Scenes on Record. 
At 2 p. M. yesterday the investigation into 
the management of the County Hospital, on 
charges preferred by J. N. Larkin against 
Dr. Laine, was resumed by the Board of 
Supervisors. 
The defense continued with 
its case. 
Maggie Stanley, a patient, testified that 
Mrs. Lynch did not call for the doctor untd 
late in the night—the night her child was 
born. She knew of no cruel treatment of 
patients. 
Dr. YV. A. Briggs testified that he met 
Larkin shortly after the first publication, and 
was solicited to patronize him. Declined, 
because of an attack by the paper on the pro­ 
fession. Told Larkin he knew the charges 
were false. Larkin replied that the article 
had crept into the paper without his 
knowledge, and he would have acknowledged 
it in his columns, but people would say he 
was a “ pretty editor.’’ Witness said that 
Larkin admitted that the article went in as 
an editorial without his knowledge-; he did 
not state that he had nothing against Laine. 
F. E. Brown testified that he has been at 
the hospital since October, and bas been well 
treated ; knew of no one being abused; heard 
of no complaint; have no reason to believe 
any of the statements. 
Reuben Rockwell testified that he has been 
in the hospital sixteen months; there has 
been no cruel treatment there. 
The prosecution here asked for a recess to 
enable it to secure counsel to aid in the in­ 
vestigation. The Board thereupon took a 
recess until 7 P. M. 
Oa reassembling Grove L. Johnson ap­ 
peared as attorney for the prosecution. Dr. 
Laine appeared in his own behalf. Many 
physicians and citizens were interested spec­ 
tators. During the entire evening there was 
no testimony introduced whatever concern­ 
ing the management of the hospital. The 
soirit manifest was one of bitter personality. 
The proceedings defy adequate description, 
and led Supervisor Bauer to express the hope 
that the reporters would tcuch them lightly. 
Very much of the testimony bristled with 
anger and scintillated with the bitterness of 
personal feeling. Epithets aud charges were 
bandied about freely, and that there was 
some fearful bending of the truth by some­ 
body relative to the paper of the prosecutor 
and statements alleged to have been made by 
its proprietor, was undeniable. At times the 
scene rose to the level of the tragic, but for 
the most part was laughable in the 
extreme, 
entertained 
the 
spectators 
greatly, and led one Supervisor to rise and 
say that if this thing was to go on that way, 
and a dollar admission be charged, lie thought 
a full house could be secured nightly and the 
county revenues greatly augmented. The 
Board did its hest to keep the investigation 
within limits and the Preeideut seconded its 
effort, and presided with credit, though fre­ 
quently beset with questions for decision that 
demanded judicial training and an intimate 
knowledge of the rules of eviJeuce. 
M att Karcher was the first witness called 
to testify to the reputation of the paper of 
the prosecutor and its proprietor. 
Mr. Johnson objected. Dr. Laine insisted, 
and a long argument er.sued, and Mr. John­ 
son, by direction of his client, warned wit­ 
ness that he would be held to legal responsi­ 
bility for his reply. He retorted that he was 
willing to assume it. A spirited argument 
followed, in which most of the Supervisors 
took part, as to whether the defense should be 
allowed to enter upon an effort to prove at­ 
tempted blackmail, anil to strike back at the 
prosecution and the reputation of the proscu- 
tor and his paper. 
, 
• 
This debate afforded Mr. 
Johnson 
opportunity to express his approval of the 
system of getting even with newspapermen 
adopted by County Clerk Berkey, and to ad­ 
vise Dr. Laine to pursue that, support the 
Senator’s retraction bill, or pursue his remedy 
under the law for criminal libel. 
Witness was finally permitted to testify to 
the reputation of the prosecutor’s paper for 
truth and veracity. 
Mr. Johnson again warned witness. 
Dr. Lane In -peri Mr. Karcher would not be 
bulldozed by Mr. Johnson. 
Mr. Johnson warned Dr. Laine not to be­ 
gin abuse of him. 
Dr. Laine replied that he was not afraid of 
that kind of a set to. 
Witness testified that the reputation of the 
paper is not good, and said he was not afraid 
to say it. 
L. C. Chandler sworn. He struggled for a 
long time to be relieved from testifying. 
Dr. Laine offered to enter upon proof as to 
the animus of the prosecution, aud to point a 
suspicion as to blackmail. 
Mr. Johnson objected warmly, holding 
that even if the motive of an attack was bad, 
it would not affect the question of misman­ 
agement. in the hospital, the only issue beiug 
tiie truth or falsity of the charges, they uot 
beiug laid on the testimony ot the prose- 
cut -r. 
Witness finally testified that he had ad­ 
vised Dr. Laine to let the charges go, as they 
did not emanate from good authority, and 
that in a conversation with Larkin about at­ 
tacks on club-houses, iu which witness ob­ 
jected to the attacks as injurious to custom­ 
ers of his, Larkin replied, “ Then why 
don’t they come to see me?” Witness testi­ 
fied that he did not know of his own knowl­ 
edge where gambling is carried on, but he had 
customers interested in property where there 
are club-houses. 
Mr. Johnson called the attention of the 
District Attorney and Depu;y Sheriff to the 
testimony. 
Dr. G. M. Dixon was called to the stand 
and sworn, aud Dr. Laine stated his desire to 
prove that other judgments than his own had 
influenced the prosecutor. 
Mr. Johnson warmly charged that the real 
animus of the defense had now appeared. 
YVhen Dr. Dixon had charged Dr. Laine 
openly w'ith offenses he did not dare to reply, 
lie objected, as a taxpayer, to county money 
being used to settle wrangles between doctors. 
Dr. Laine rose to reply, bnt the Chair held 
the whole matter out of order. 
Mr. Johnson admitted the ruling to be 
proper. 
. 
Dr. Lainn disclaimed any intention of re­ 
flecting on Dr. Dixon. As to his not replying 
to the card of witness, he was a new official 
then, and preferred to remain silent. If any 
one now presumed on that silence to make 
new assaults they would wake up mistaken, 
and must take the consequences. 
Witness, after a long struggle over objec­ 
tions, which were generally sustained, was 
asked if he was in Larkin’s office the day be­ 
fore the last charges were published 
Dr. Dixon—" No, sir.” 
Dr. Laine—“ Norlast Saturday?” 
Dr. Dixon—“ No, sir.” 
Mr. Bauer—“ Why not ask him if he rnns 
the paper ?” 
_ 
Dr. Laine—“ Does Dr. Dixon need any 
protection at iny hands ?” 
Mr. Johnson—“ I object.” 
Dr. Dixon—“ No, sir; not now or here- 
af ter.” 
Mr. Johnson—“ I don’t object for you, sir.” 
l)r. Laiue—“ Did you not suggest to Lar­ 
kin some of the charges against me V” 
Dr. Dixon—“ Emphatically no. A wrong 
impression is abroad regarding me.” 
Dr. Lsine—“ Didyou write the abusive ar. 
tide against me three months ago ?” 
A sharp passage at veibal arms here t»ok 
place between Dr. Laine and Air. Johnson, 
that had the appearance of a thunder cloud, 
and made the spectators think lightning was 
about to strike, when the Chair interposed : 
The Chair—“ You are all eut of order.” 
Mr. Johuson—“ I apologise.” 
Dr. Laine— ‘Does it help the matter to 
call a man a thief, and instantly apologize ? ” 
N. S. Bennett was next sworn, and stated, 
under objection, that Lartin’s paper is unre­ 
liable, that he has hitter relations with him, 
that he formerly owned the paper, and that 
1 jirkin wronged him out of it, etc. This was 
followed by a bitter wordy al‘ercatiun be­ 
tween witness and Larkin, in which “ Hog,” 
“ No gentleman,” and like choice terms 
were interchanged. 
Dr. Laine then rested his case, remarking 
that they had a nice little circus, and be was 
glad Mr. Johnson had not spoiled it entirely. 
J 
r. Johnson replied that the investigation 
gone so far beyond the rules of Courts 
that he was lost in wonderment. 
T. W. Read, for the prosecution, then tes­ 
tified that he was present at the conversa­ 
tion between Chandler and Larkin, and 
nothing of the kind testified to by Chandler 
took place. 
Rea.) and Chandler then had a verbal duel 
of a lively turn, which was finished off by a 
brief set-to of innuendo between Dr. Laine 
and witness. 
J. N. Larkin testified to the same effect as 
had Read. 
L. C. Chandler took the stand and reit­ 
erated his testimony. 
Both sides then rested, and after a debate 
over the propriety of having the phonograph- 
er’s notes of the testimony written np, the 
Board adjourned uutil 10 a. m. to-day. It is 
probable, from the expressions of the mem­ 
bers, that the Board will refuse to have the 
notes writteu up, aud that in that case no ar­ 
gument of the case will take place.

CAPITOL NOTES. 
There was a large attendance at the As­ 
sembly ytsterday to watch the progress of 
the debate and action upon the several bills 
upon the general subject of debris and drain­ 
age. There were many prominent agricult­ 
urists and those interested in mines present, 
who evinced the deepest interest in the pro­ 
ceedings, and expressed themselves as anxious 
for the success of any measure which will 
give relief upon the question between the 
industries now in conflict with each other. 
The report of Colonel Mendell, United 
States Army aud Consulting Engineer, upon 
this subject, just submitted to the Assembly 
through the State Engineer, states that the 
tilling up of the Sacramento river and its 
tributaries commenced iu 18(52. 
That ia 
places the beds of the streams have been 
raised by these deposits several feefabove the 
adjoining laud. The depth of deposit opposite 
Smartsviile is 125 feet and at Marysville 13 
feet. The elevation of low water line at Sac­ 
ramento has been 5 feet. The influence of 
the tide now ceases at Heacuck’s Shoals, 9 
miles below Sacramento, whereas it used to 
reach the month of Feather river, 33 miles 
above. Steamboat slough, formerly the deep­ 
est channel of the river, is now so filled as not 
to be navigable. About 50,000,000 cubic 
yards of 
detritus are 
deposited 
in 
the 
Sacramento, 
and the dimensions 
of the evil have 
not reached their 
maximum. 
The present evils will be 
much more serious in a few years than 
at present, unless prevented, and the results 
will be the obliteration of tbe present drain­ 
age iines and substitution of new ones. This 
d tritus should at once be restrained by dams. 
This restraint is the first and indispensable 
step towards improving the condition of 
affairs ou the main Sacramento. This be­ 
comes a more serious question each year, and 
one more difficult of solution, and a bevere 
freshet with the river in its present condition 
would be liable to increase the magnitude of 
the present evils to a great degree. The re­ 
port recommends immediate action. 
The Governor yesterday issued a proclama­ 
tion for a special election to lie held on the 
3(Jth instant,in the Eighth Senatorial District, 
comprised of San Francisco aud San Mateo 
counties, to fill the vacancy in the State 
Senate, so declared in the case of Robert 
Desty, on the ground of not being a citizen 
at the time of his election.

The Assembly Committee on County Gov­ 
ernments, which recently perfected a bill di­ 
viding the counties into different classes for 
governmental purposes, are meeting with a 
great diversity of views from representatives 
of the various counties comprised in the same 
class under the bill, as to rates of compensa­ 
tion to be fixed for the different offices, and 
considerable difficulty and delay is antici­ 
pated in obtaining an agreement at rates that 
will be generally acceptable. 
The consideration of the bill extending the 
right of suffrage to females in all matters 
pertaining to schools has been made the 
special order for this evening iu the Assem­ 
bly chamber, and the subject will no doubt 
insure au active discussion and a large at­ 
tendance.

S H I P W R E C K . 
The other day, with two steam tugs a t­ 
tem pting to take her out to sea, the British 
ship Dilharree went ashore at the mouth of 
the Columbia river. 
The wreck came just 
in time to italicise a petition being numer­ 
ously signed for presentation to Congress 
for an appropriation to construct a break­ 
w ater at the mouth of the river. 
You 
can’t sail into this river as you can ¡Dto 
Lan Francisco Bay or the Straits of Fuca, 
but for a river—and an immense river at 
that—the Columbia does passably. 
It has 
r.uicksatids, 
of 
course, 
and 
changes 
its channel oftener than is convenient to 
navigators, but a judicious ' expenditure 
of a million dollars or so, will remedy that 
and make the entrance satisfactory. 
It 
3eems that there are some ships th at do not 
mind the helm well, and this was one of 
them, and so it was shipwrecked like many 
another th at do not mind in this world. 
The reputation of the river suffers as a 
consequence, and some foolish people won’t 
w ant to send their ships here any more. 
But, seriously, the trade and commerce of 
the N orthw est need a liberal and fostering 
care from the general Government, and it 
is only reasonable th at the second greatest 
-ivcr in America should receive all the ex­ 
penditure necessary to make it a safe and 
convenient entrance. 


THE SCHOOL COnTFKT. 
The school meetings were held last week, 
and resulted in the total defeat of the 
Oregonian, which led the fight against the 
high schools. 
The taxpayers 
voted a 
school tax cf four and a half mills, and the 
attem pt of the morning paper to be a 
“ Thunderer” and control public opinion 
has signally failed. 
I t took the position 
that school should not keep over six 
months in the year, and that the higher 
b-snches and languagc-s should be dropped. 
No doubt there is “ flummery" taught in 
the schools, or at least there are merely 
ornamental branches taught in the high 
school, but the people of the United States 
areas a rule deeply attached to their schools, 
and any attack upon the right of the 
smaller taxpayers to have their children 
well edacated at public expense is bitterly 
resented. 
Most of them feel the need of 
education, and w ithout knowing exactly 
how much education their children need 
they are not afraid they will get too much, 
’vhile the truth isjmuch timo and teaching 
is worse than wasted, because not calcu­ 
lated to advance the pupil iu the line of his 
or her special proclivities. 
W hen we 
„an device and execute a system of educa­ 
tion, by which oach child will be enabled 
to become mast useful in life, and best 
'fcted to make use of bis natural abilities, 
,ve shall have solved the whole problem, 
and then, whenever a child, in any walk of 
l.fe, shows ability to rise to distinction in 
any particular line of effort, the State can 
well aiTordtoeducate. Thisis w hatthehigh 
school is intended to accomplish, we think, 
up here, and if it succeeds there can be no 
just complaint against it. 
All through t lie 
valley towus this contest over the schools 
raged last Monday, and everywhere,- as far 
as I can learn, there was a moderate-sized 
victory for the public schools, and a tax 
was liberally voted. 
PUSHING THE WORK. 
Already active work has begun on the 
Columbia river railroad, above Celilo, and 
men and teams are rapidly putting the 
grade in order for the ties. 
There ought 
to 
be 
good 
times 
in the 
upper 
country, with so much money expended 
for 
labor, 
material 
and 
supplies ; 
also in this valley the railroad movements 
have taken us 
by surprise, for a com­ 
pany has organized and claims to have 
capital to use, and will put into operation 
a system of uarrow-track roads here if the 
people will help to the extent of $1,000 
per inile. 
This system contemplates a 
stem ruad from Portland up to the west 
side of the W illam ette for over tw enty 
miles, until it gets outside of the hills and 
tim ber region, then to send 
branches 
towards the foothills on each side and 
push to the iiead of the valla^. 
This com­ 
pany has already purchased the thirty 
miles oí narrow-track road in operation on 
the west side, from Dayton to Sheridan, 
and promise to construct the balance requi­ 
site to complete its comprehensive plan. 
Its President lately showed me a note re­ 
ceived from Mr. Huntington, I think, 
where he expressed the opinion that, by 
the time this road could be finished to the 
head of the W illam ette valley, they would 
bo through the Southern Pacific and ready 
to build a roai towards Oregon, or rather 
into Oregon, to meet this. 
The favorite 
scheme of some, for years back, lias been 
n ilro ad connection from Portland toNevada. 
I t is asserted that such a line will be more 
direct between the East and Portland than 
the line to connect the Columbia river 
with Salt Lake via Suake river. 
These 
new people claim to be in earnest, and if 
they are we shall see lively times and 
money more plenty in the W illam ette val­ 
ley, 
as 
the 
Oregon 
and 
California 
company has determined to build two 
or more branch roads to try to accommo­ 
date the region the new company Eeeks to 
propitiate. 
There is a sharp rivalry be­ 
tween the old and the new corporations, 
and the present result will be better times 
for people here, who will all get a share in 
the general prosperity to follow railroad 
building. 
I t remains for the future to de­ 
cide if a valley forty miles wide can have a 
navigable river in its midst, and support 
two railroads on each side. 
T hat is, ap­ 
parently, the conuudrum the future has to 
eolve. 


T O C O N C L U D E , 
believe you are not very much in favor 
of protection, but it strikes some of us 
here that if there ever was any argument 
for a protective tariff it applies now in our 
favor, as against the well-established manu­ 
facturers at the F.ast, as much as it did in 
Henry Clay’s time in favor of American 
manufacturers as against those of England 
and Europe. 
W hat show is there to 
speedily establish prosperous and extensive 
manufacturing interests on our coast, we 
ask ourselve3! 
Is it not true that we 
etand in the same relation to Eastern 
manufacturers now th at they occupied to­ 
wards foreign manufacturers thirty years 
ago? 
Portland is preparing to grow consider­ 
ably this year, but ite growth for 1879 was 
not half as much as for 1878. 
Tney claim 
th a t property is rising very rapidly in 
value here, and maybe it is, but th at can 
not bo said of any other town in the valley, 
w ithout it may be Corvallis, that has late­ 
ly become a railroad terminus. 
This city 
represents a great region and grow» in 
proportion. 
_ 
_ _ 
The boom in wool promises to put a mill­ 
ion dollars more iuto Northwestern pockets 
than wool brought us a year ago. 
Also 
th e cattle'unon a thousand plains are being 


brought and driven East, with such results 
that a sanguine Dalles journalist says it 
has already been the rui nation of some Ken­ 
tucky breeders. 
The big drives of a year 
or two past have made some stir on the 
plains and 
perhaps 
a 
hundred 
thou­ 
sand steers 
from 
Oregon 
may 
bear 
heavily on the 
Eastern 
market, but 
I can inform those interested, th at the 
nimble-mouthed aud bilver-footed sheep 
are driving out the ponderous beeves. The 
fact seems to be th at many are selling cat­ 
tle and buying sheep, because sheep pay 
the most profit, and cattle do not do 
so well where sheep range, and they range 
most anywhere.

Colonel Garrick Mallery, U. S. A., con­ 
tributes to the United Service a paper full 
of interest on "T h e Sign-language of the 
North American Indians.” 
The first in­ 
vaders of Mexico record the existence of 
such a language among the various tribes 
of 
the Empire which spoke 
different 
tongues. Gesture signs among our Indians, 
says Colonel Mallery, show no uniformity 
in detail. 
The generalization of Tyler, 
that “ gesture language is substantially the 
same among savage tribes all over the 
world,” must refer to their common use of 
signs and of signs formed on the same 
principles, but not of the same signs, even 
“ substantially.” The art is not a mere 
repetition of arbitrary motions, but is 
founded npou principles that can be readily- 
applied by travelers and officers, to as to 
give them independence of professional in­ 
terpreters, a clas3 dangerously deceitful 
and tricky.

E co n o m y or F u e l .—Very many appli 
anees designed to lieat the water intended 
for steam boilers by means of the waste 
heat of the fires, or waste steam, are in 
use through the country. 
These fesd- 
water heaters vary greatly both in con­ 
struction and economy, but the least valu­ 
able is better than none at all. Among the 
latest and cheapest of these heaters is one 
designed to save the heat that usually es­ 
capes up the chimney, and thus to carry 
the economy of the fuel to a still greater 
refinement. 
In erecting the stack a lopg 
and narrow chamber of brick-work is 
placed beside the stack, and resting on 
iron beams at a convenient bight above the 
ground, aud between the furnaces and the 
stack. 
This chamber opens 
into 
the 
chimney 
at 
one 
end, 
and 
is 
con­ 
nected with the 
flues from the tires 
at the other end, the outlet to the stack 
being somewhat higher than the other en­ 
trance or inlet. 
W ithin this chamber are 
placed a number of upright wrought iron 
pipes connected at top and bottom by a 
series of horizontal pipes, the entire series 
of pipes resting on brackets on tne sides of 
the chamber, and extending through the 
roof to allow for expansion when heated. 
Iron scrapers arranged in groups are sus­ 
pended by chains among the vertical pipíes, 
and by means of a windlass on the roof of 
the chamber all the scrapers can be raised 
and lowered at once for the purpose of 
cleaning the pipes trom soot and dust. The 
cold w ater for the boilers is adm itted 
at the bottom of this system of pipes on 
the side furthest removed from the fires. 
The outlet 
is placed at the top next 
the 
lire, 
where 
a 
safety 
valve 
is 
provided 
to 
perm it 
the 
escape 
of 
steam, should it form in the pipes, or 
to relieve the pressure caused by the ex­ 
pansion of the water. 
Below the chamber 
is a pit for collecting the dust brushed ofl 
by the scrapers, and by means of outlets 
the contents may be shot into carts below 
as often as may be desired. 
It will be seen 
th at this simple appliance save3 the heat 
usually quite thrown away into the air 
through the chimney. 
The spaces about 
the pipes are sufficient to keep up the draft, 
and as the pipes are kept clean w ithout 
opening the chambers, it will continue its 
work without repair or attention for a long 
time. 
This form of feed-water heater has 
been tried with success in a large sugar re­ 
finery, and is reported to supply feed water 
ready for the boiler at a tem perature of 
303° Fahr., at an estimated economy of 
tw enty per cent., in the fuel, and as this is 
obtained from heat otherwise wasted it 
represents a clear gain.
